THE BREAD for captured sol- 
diers was obtained from a local 
German bakery “in accordaance 
with normal procedures,” the an- 
nouncement said. Police stood 
guard at the bakery to prevent 
German civilians from buying any 
bread there. Counter-intelligence 
agents searched the area to deter- 
mine whether any German civilians 
had been stricken.

CHUNGKING, April 20.—(Reuters)—A Manchu Princess Chinese 
patriots call the “Mata Hari of the Far East” is awaiting trial in a pri- 
son cell at Peiping—accused of betraying her country as Japan's No. 1 
secret agent. 

SHE IS TOSHIKO KAWASHIMA, 39, a woman of many disguises, 
captured through a Chungking agent who in the guise of a servant 
penetrated the fortress-like Peiping mansion where she held her re- 
vels, guarded by cunningly designed traps and snares, as well as by 


police dogs and two specially trained white geese. 

When her father, Manchu Prince Shu committed suicide after the 
fall of the Japanese dynasty in 1912, the 10-year-old princess—“Oriental 
Pearl”—went to school in Japan, dressed as a boy and using a boy's 


name. 


SHE LEARNED JU-JITSU, WENT ON TO Tokyo military acade- 
my where she. graduated at the age of 19. 

The young princess also is said to have been instructed by Joijiro 
Kawashima in the secret ritual of initiation into “bushido” (the ancient 


Japanese “spirit of chivalry”). 


Then the Black Dragon Society, powerful Japanese secret organi- 
zation with aims of world-wide conquest, is said to have placed the 
princess in touch with Hsiao Han, a prince in Mongolia, where she 


spread Japanese influence.

Blasted by Briton 


LONDON, April 20.—(Reuters)—A Daily Express cor- 
respondent who covered the invasion of Europe today an- 
swered criticisms of Allied strategy made in “top secret”, 
newly-published analysis of the European campaign written 
by Ralph Ingersoll, editor of PM, New York morning news- 


paper. 

MR, INGERSOLL, who served as 
a liaison officer between American 
and British military leaders, claim- 
ed in “top secret” the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Winston Chur- 
chill, wartime prime minister of 
Britain, fell out during the last 
stages of the European campaign 
over questions of high strategy. 

The New York publisher also 
sharply criticized Gen. Eisenhower, 
Allied commander-in-chief during 
the campaign, and Field Marshal 
Montgomery, British commander. 

The Express correspondent, Alan 
Moorehead, now in Australia, cov- 
ered the invasion from Normandy 
to Germany and witnessed the 
Caen and Ardennes battles. 

Headlined “Monty and Bradley: 
the Facts”, the front-page article 
began: “Ralph Ingersoll either does 
not know or does not prefer to 
know the facts about the battle of 
the Ardennes, about Montgomery 
and Eisenhower and Gen. Omar 
Bradley, United States army group 
commander in Europe.” 

MOOREHEAD DESCRIBED Mr. 
Ingersoll’s assertion that Field 
Marshal Montgomery had “failed” 
at Caen as a “dreary and empty 
piece of nonsense.” 

“Shortly before the Normandy 
invasion Eisenhower and all his 
senior generals and planners met 
at St. Paul’s school in London,” 
Moorehead related. “Montgomery, 
as Allied commander in the field, 
outlined the plan. The essence of 
the plan was that the British 
armies should hold on the left at 
Caen, attracting to themselves the 
heaviest German forces, while the 
Americans should break through 
on the lightly-held flank on the 
right. Only a very few people knew 
this plan while the battle was on, 
and consequently a _ whispering 
campaign against Montgomery be- 
gan. 

“It was true that he had not seiz- 
ed Caen in the first rush (as was 
intended) but the Germans had 
taken the bait hook, line and 
sinker. They denuded the right 
flank in front of the Americans 
and, just as Montgomery had hop- 
ed, they were flinging every spare 
tank and gun upon the British. 

“Many call Montgomery’s Nor-| 
mandy campaign a classic and 8 
master stroke.” 


(CANADIAN TROOPS were in 
the thick of the fighting at Caen, 
after being in the forefront of the 
Empire drive on the beaches June 
6, 1944, Gallantry by the personnel 
of the First Canadian Army was 


largely responsible in forcing the 
Germans to throw heavy reinforce- 
ments into the area to the left of 
the Allied line.) 

The British reporter also replied 
to Mr. Ingersoll’s charge that at 
Gen. Bradley’s headquarters it was 
thought that Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery had lost the Battle of the 
Ardennes in December, 1944, “and 
perhaps had prolonged the war by 
a year.” He described Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery's regrouping of 
the American forces as “great his- 
torp,” adding: “Indeed there are 
experts who rate this and not Nor- 
mandy or Alamein as his greatest 
battle.” 


“One must remember, however, 
that all of Montgomery's planning 
would have been useless had the 
American soldiers in the north not 
risen to the excess of courage 
which is still not praised enough,” 
Moorehead said, 

“FOR A WRITER to start muck- 
raking this decisive struggle now 
by declaring that Montgomery had 
lost the battle is not so much a 
libel as a shaming and dishonor- 
able thing to the men who fought.”

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Easter 


There is a tendency on the part of some 
religionists to deprecate the outward show 
that customarily marks the celebration ot 
Haster, The gay new hats and costumes and | 
all the seasonal finery come in for sombre | 
criticism on the ground that Easter is prim- 
arily a religious festival and has nothing to 
do with this display of vernal jollity. 

These critics are unduly severe. For | 
Easter is essentially a jocund time and, in- | 
deed, is so completely impregnated, in its | 
very nature, with joy and happiness that 
there is such a thing as a person expressing 
the deep spiritual joyousness of the festival | 
quite instinctively and without being con- 
sciously aware of any religious significance | 
in his behaviour. 

For the change in human fortunes effect- 
ed by the Crucifixion and Resurrection of 
our Lord are so profound that it is hard to 
believe that even the most indifferent can be 
quite beyond the feeling of them. It is hard 
to imagine that even the most pagan-minded | 
persons are consciously or unconsciously un- 
touched by the tremendous meaning of the 
divine act which opened the gates of Heaven | 
to all mankind. 

Easter, then, is a day upon which even a 
blithe new hat may be a kind of prayer. 

For the inner meaning of Easter has not 
been revealed only to the pious few. It is the | 
heritage of all believers. And the whole 
world sings with it. 

Good Friday and Easter Sunday, its co- 
rollary, are the most vital days in the Christ- 
ian calendar. They symbolize and recall those | 
things ‘which are the very essence of the 
Faith. 

And these things are particularly signi- 
ficant this year when many of the Christian 
communions in Canada are putting forth a 
special effort to revive and rededicate the 
zeal of Christ’s followers so that the Church 
may have the fullest support in its task of 
building a new civilization and of making 
men spiritually competent to control the 
might of matter. 

Easter and the meaning of Easter are the 
spearheads of these advance movements. 
Easter and the meaning of Easter provide 
the only possible substance for the building 
of the city of peace. 

It is no wonder, then, that Easter is a 
season of gaiety. It is a festival of the great- 
est victory in the history of mankind, It is a 
celebration of the act which bought the only 
freedom which truly makes men free. 


The Farmer Should Know 


One Ottawa despatch cites a grape-vine 
report that the Prices Board hoisted the ceil- 
ing on farm implements without consulting 
the cabinet.

There are quite a number of 
influential persons in Canada who would like 
to see Mr. Donald Gordon and his colleagues 
chased off the job, because they haven't 
raised ceiling prices these gentlemen wanted 
raised, It is quite conceivable that some of 
the disgruntled ones are trying to spread an | 
impression that the Board functions as a 
bureaucratic institution. 

Whether or not the Board acted on its 
general authority, or after getting specific 
sanction from the cabinet, does not affect 
the fact that so far as the public know the | 
ceiling had to be lifted if implements are to 
be turned out in greater numbers. Nor the 
complementary fact that the farmers will 
have to get more money for their products 
because their tools are to cost them more. 

Whoever really raised the ceiling on im- 
plements should have raised the ceiling on | 
farm products at the same time. Not only | 
because that would have avoided the out- 
burst of protests from the farmers. But be- 
cause seeding time is here, and the farmer 
should know without delay that his position 
is not to be made worse though implements 
are to cost more. 

Unless he is assured on that point quick- 
ly, it would be unreasonable to expect him to 
try for any new production records. And we 
need new peacetime production records in 
almost every class of farm products, 


Joint Action Required

It Isn’t An Oil Dispute 


Foreign Secretary Bevin said at London 
that the Soviet-Iranian agreement does not, 
so far as can be seen, interfere in any way 
with Britain’s supply of oil from south Iran. 

This is the complete reply to some hard- 
pressed apologists for Russia’s bull-dozing 
methods, who have said that the Iranian 
dispute was merely a clash between British 
and Russian oil “interests”; that Britain was 
trying to keep Russia from getting concess- 
ions in a field which it had marked out for 
itself. ' 

Not a scrap of evidence has been pro- 
duced to show that Britain wanted oil con- 
cessions in north Persia or that Russia want- 
ed concessions in the southern area. The al- 
leged rivalry was fiction, trumped up in 
the absence of justifying reasons for Rus- 
sia’s course of action. 

Nor has anyone in authority anywhere 
said Russia should not get the concessions it 
sought and has obtained. The objections, in 
the Security Council and elsewhere, have 
been that Russia violated its treaty with 
Iran, kept its troops in the country, and thus 


| backed its demands by a plainly implied 


threat. 


How Apply the Pressure? 


Poland, speaking also for Russia and 
France, wants all the United Nations to 
break off diplomatic relations with Spain. 
The proposal is based on the claim that 
Franco is providing a refuge and laboratory 
for Nazis scientists who are working on 
atomic weapons and other equipment for 
World War III. 

That fugitive Nazis took refuge in Spain 


| in large numbers is morally certain, whether 


or not demonstrably true. What they are do- 
ing there is less certain. Franco has not of- 
fered to let the Security Council find out.

The masses assent, 
fearing for him, not themselves. 
And when an opponent sees this he 
flees the country and is not asham- 
ed to be a coward. a 

And he, the protector, standing 
up with the reins of state in his 
hand, is no longer protector but 
tyrant absolute. 

At first he is full of smiles—he, to 
be called a tyrant, liberating debt- 
ors, distributing land and wanting 
to be so good and kind to everyone! 
But even when he has disposed of 
foreign enemies by conquest or 
treaty and there is nothing more to 
be feared from them, he is always 
stirring up war so that the people 
may require a leader. Furthermore 
he impovevishes them by taxes, and 
compels them to devote themselves 
to their daily wants, so they are less 
likely to Conspire against him. And 
if he suspects any one of them of

He is the enemy 
of them all and seeks occasion to 
purge the state—not the sort of 
purge which physicians make, for 
they eliminate the worse to save the 
better part of the body, He does the 
reverse, 

The more detestable his actions 
are to the citizens, the more satel- 
lites he will require. He will find 
new devoted bapds — and from 
every land—to flock to him, if he 
but pays them. Even poets will 
eulogize the tyrant, and go to other 
cities and attract mobs and draw 


\them over to tyranny and “democ- 
racy”. They are paid for this and 
receive honor — from tyrants and 
[masses 


You may ask how the tyrant main- 
jtains that fair, numerous, and ever- 
|changing army of his. 
| Well, if there are treasures in the 
|state he will confiscate and spend 


them. As long as the confiscated 
fortunes of opponents suffice, he 
will diminish the taxes on the mass- 
es. But when these fail he and his 
retinue will maintain themselves 
from the masses,

IF THEN THEY FLY into a pas. 
sion and remonstrate, they will dis- 
cover what a monster they have 
been fostering, but they will find 
that he has grown strong, while 
they have become weak. 

It may be protested that no 
tyrant will use violence against the 
masses who gave him his power, 
but he will. And at that point he 
becomes the real and complete 
tyrant, about which no one can 
make a mistake. The people who 
sought escape from the smoke 
which is the slavery of free men 


will have fallen into the fire, which 
is the tyranny of slaves. Thus lib- 
lerty, when it passes out of order 
and reason evolves into the harshest 
and bitterest form of slavery.

“Pastoral Symphony” like the tap in 
the kitchen and let it run while 
you are concentrating on a cross- 
word puzzle, or are discussing with 
your neighbor what to cook to- 
morrow?

Cardinal of Malines, The Catholic 
church is strongest among Flemines 
and there is certainly a majority 
for Leopold among them. By con- 
trast, the Walloons whose Catholic- 
ism is less profound, are for the 
most part opposed to Leopold's re- 
turn, 

The vigorous fashion in which the 
church has supported Leopold has 
led all those who disapprove of the 
church’s influence in politics to 
throw their weight against his re- 
turn. Though Belgium is for the 
most part devoutly Catholic, there 
is a strong anti-clerical minority, 
particularly among professional 
classes in Brussels and other com- 
mercial cities.

AS A RESULT, the issue of mon- 
archy and even the personal issue 
of Leopold does not follow normal 
party lines. For in Belgium there 
are other cleavages which cut clear 
across ordinary political terminol- 
ogy of right and left. Even the 
Communist party, which though 
small is well organized, has not! 
declared against the monarchy. 

Though Belgian political parties 
are strongly divided on the mon- 
archical issue, feeling does not run 
high. For Belgians are very sen- 
sible, level headed people who 
don’t easily get excited.

At 
the same time, inability to achieve 
a decision in this constitutional 
question is politically inconvenient.

Soccer Notes 


By TOM GREEN 
E wish to deal with what some 
of our Canadian friends, con- 
sider the unique set-up of the Ed- 
/monton and District Football Asso- 
ciation, 

The officers are elected by the 
clubs in the usual manner at the an- 
nual general meeting, but that is 
as far as clubs go. They have no 
further part in the administration. 

THE EDFA is a truly democratic 
body, composed of a president, 
vice-president, secretary - treasurer, 
assistant secretary and three coun- 
cil members, all of whom are with- 
out club affiliation and fully inde- 
pendent. They legislate and control 
everything pertaining to the game 
and competitions, within a radius 
of 12 miles, for clubs who wish to 
play under their jurisdiction. 

Should any club have anything to 
suggest the request comes through 
its accredited delegates, They state 
their case but take no part in the 
discussion, Should the suggestion 
be without club advantage and for 
the benefit of all, it would be well 
taken. 

ALL COMPETITIONS under 
their authority are separate. In Ed- 
monton there are no fewer than 12 
trophies, each calling for a separate 
entry, even the dominion and pro- 
vincial championships are distinct 
from each other, hence the reason 
there are no play-offs in connection 
with football. 

Another unusual feature (which 
our Canadian sport legislators do 
not understand) is that a player 
must be signed and registered be- 
fore he can participate in any 
games. It is also an offence for a 
player to sign two forms, This is 
punishable by immediate suspen- 
sion of the guilty player. Ignorance 
of this rule is no excuse. 

The EDFA aiso conduct a refer- 
ee’s examination, and all would-be 
arbitrators are compelled to take 
this, one was held last week with 
five applicants taking part before 
being assigned to a game. All the 
above of course, is dealing with 
amateurs. 

ANOTHER PECULIARITY in 
professional soccer, which our Am- 
erican as well as our Canadian 
friends can’t savvy, is no buying 
and selling of players without their 
consent. Here is the system in brief. 
Negotiations are commenced, and 
each club involved come to an 
agreement as to price, then the 
player is called in and asked if he 
would like to play for so and so. 

After careful consideration (of 
the inconvenience it would involve 
for example) the answer is “No”, 
the matter ends there, as the player

Ins‘eau of 
saying, “You can't go in the street,” 
say “You can ride up to that tree 
or you can go clear up to that side- 
walk.” Those are privileges you are 
giving him. 

Watch him and if he wanders 
away from those limits go oui im- 
mediately and bring him in the 
house, Don’t talk. Don't argue 
Don't give him another chance that 
moment. Say briefly, “Mother told 
you where to play. If you ruin away 
from there you have to stay im tae 
house.” That's all. 

THEN TAKE HIM RIGHT IN 
THE HOUSE, if it breaks your 
heart because it is such a nice day. 
There have to be rules and the 
sooner the child knows the rule: 
and the penalty for breaking them 
the more quickly will you be re- 
lieved of the responsibility 
watching him every minute. 

You will have to the first weex 
or so, until you find that he can 
be trusted. Children have to realize 
that it is important that they stay 
at home. And that something dis- 
agreeable happens if they don't.
